In August 1967 two columns of the 1st Battalion, Central 
Reserve Police were deputed to deal with 250 hostiles who 
were reported in the vicinity of village Paoyi, Ukhrul Sub- 
Division of Manipur State. The leading platoon command- 
ed by Jemadar Tare came under heavy fire from a hill 
feature dominating the track. The fire was returned and 
as a result of this action the hostiles started withdrawing 
towards Paoyi where they built three camps. The Central 
Reserve Police columns continued their advance. When 
one platoon had nearly reached its objective Naik Harnam 
Singh was hit in the lower jaw by a bullet from the hostiles. 
Without caring for his injury he urged his men to launch 
the final assault on the camps. The camps were ultimately 
overrun and the hostiles fled into the neighbouring jungles, 
A number of members of the hostile gang were captured 
and documents containing useful information were seized. 
Naik Harnam Singh was removed to Ukhrul Hospital where 
he expired on the following day. 

In the above action Jemadar Tare led his platoon forward 
despite heavy firing from the hostiles. Undaunted by the 
risk he was facing all along, the Jemadar continued his ad- 
vance until the camps were successfully attacked and seized. 
He showed gallantry and devotion to duty of a high order and 
provided exemplary leadership to hb subordinates. Naik 
Harnam Singh although he was disabled by hb injuries 


continued to take part in the encounter along with his men 
until success was achieved. 

2. These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4(i) 
of the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and 
consequently carry with them the special allowance admis- 
sible under rule 5, with effect from the 16th August, 1967.

On 10-12-1966, information was received at the Police 
Station Ambah, District Morena, that the dacoit Madhosingh 
was in the ravines of village Kumharpura with a large num- 
ber of kidnapped persons. The Police force of the nearby 
Police Stations was collected and divided into five sections, 
two sections to act as stops and the remaining three sections 
to drive the gang to the stops. The gang became aware 
of the movements of the Police force and started heading 
towards village Ruhar. But when they found the Police 
were covering that area also they made a desperate effort 
to break out. Reaching near a point where Head Constable 
Bhagat Singh was leading a section, the dacoits opened a 
volley of fire and forced this small section to take cover 
and attempted to escape along with the kidnapped persons. 
But another section of Police advancing from the left took

the dacoits by surprise. The dacoit leader shouted to his 
men to escape wherever they could, A fierce encounter en- 
sued between the dacoits and the Police. While moving 
his s'ection to prevent the dacoits from breaking out Head 
Constable Bhagat Singh was hit by a bullet resulting in his 
death. When the dacoits tried to escape through a narrow 
gap, Constable Ram Swaroop unmindful of the danger forg- 
ed ahead and stood crouching and firing though the visibility 
was poor in the dense ravines and managed to drive the 
gang further to the right. In doing so he was mortally 
wounded by a bullet but he continued firing till the last and 
forced the gang to disintegrate. The dacoits became com- 
pletely desperate and some of them jumped into the Chambal 
river in a bid to escape. In this encounter, six dacoits were 
shot dead. 

Head Constable Bhagat Singh and Constable Ram 
Swaroop gallantly sacrificed their lives in the execution of 
their duty and set an example of courage and service.

On 10th December 1966, information was received that 
the gang of dacoit Madhosingh was hiding in the ravines 
of village Kumharpura with a large number of kidnapped 
persons. Shri Mahipal Singh very promptly collected the 
forces of the nearby Police Stations and the Special Armed 
Force and planned a tactically perfect action knowing fully 
well that the area of encounter was full of deep revincs 
and dacoits were armed with automatic weapons. When 
the dacoits became aware of the movement of the police, 
they started heading towards village Ruhar. But when they 
found the police were covering that area also, they made 
desperate effort to break out, opening heavy fire on one 
police party which was forced to take cover. Realising the 
gravity of the situation, Shri Mahipal Sjngh brought the 
party he whs leading to the left of the party that was under 
fire and took the dacoits by surprise. The dacoit leader 
shouted to his men to escape wherever they could. A fierce 
encounter ensued between the dacoits and the police during 
which Shri Bhagat Singh, who was leading a section, was 
hit by a bullet and killed, Head Constable Bhagwan Singh 
took over command of the section and started following the 
dacoits. The dacoits became completely desperate and some 
of them jumped into (he Chambal river in a bid to escape.
